Rangpur 
inercases its estimate from 75 to 88 per cent.; while, on the 
other hand, Rajshahi and Dinajpur each reduce theirs by 
10 per cent, and Burdwan district from 100 to 76 per cent.

Preliminary Forecast of the Bhadoi orops of Bengal, 1902, 
Esplanatory—The chiet dhadoi non-food erops of the 


Province ate jute, indigo and cotton, and they are foreeastod 
separately. Biadei til is included’ in the oilseeds forecast, 
and this report deals mainly with food-crops, of which 
tho most important are bhadoi paddy, Indian-corn and 
millets. ‘These three together make up more than four- 
fifths of the total area under all the Phadoi food-crops, 
Bhadoi paddy is chiefly grown in Bengal and Orissa, and 
‘occupies 60 per cent. of the total biadet food-crop ‘arca, 
Maize and millets predominato in Bihar end occupy 20 per 
cent. of this area, 

2. Character’ of the season.—The rainfall in March and 
April was above the normal almost all over the Province, 
and in May also there was fair rain everywhere, exeept in 
a few districts of Bihar ond Chota Nagpur. June was « 
comparatively dry month, excopt in North and Bast Bengal, 
where the fall greatly exceeded the normal. The rains 
broke late in June and were eeriously deficient in the 
Patna snd Chota Nagpur Divisions; while, on the other 
hand, in Eastern Bengsl, the fall’ was excessive, thus 
aggravating the injury caused by abnormally heavy rain in 
April and May, July was a seasonable month, but in August 
tho fall was again deficient, except in North and East Bengal, 
while floods at the end of the month caused much demexe 
in the Muzaffarpur and Darbhanga districts, In tho present 
month there has been copious and general rain throughout 
the Province. On the whole, the season has not been an 
unfavourable one, though some damage has been caused by

3. Area sown.—Since the issue of last year’s final forecast 
‘on these crops, the estimates of the normal urea occupied

at 12,512,100 acres, The area sown this year, is returned 
at 13,157,100 acres, ax compared with 12,233,700 acres last 
Year.”

‘4, Qharacter of the erop—From the summary of the dis- 
trict returns appended to this forecast, it will be seen that 
ut of 45 districts in the Provinee, 14 report a crop: of 100 
1 cent. or over; in 8 the outtumn is expected to vary 
Between 90 and 100 por eent., and in 10 others between 80 
and 89 per cont. Of the’ rest, 11 anticipate a harvest of

PUNITIVE ACTION OF THE COURTS AND REVENUE OFFICERS. 


25. * * The total number of cases dealt with by the Civil Courts during 
the last yoar of the trieonium was 1,507 in comparison with 1,442 in 1000-1901 
and 1,447 in 1809-1900, The inerease in the number of casos was insignificant, 
but there was an advance of Rs. 6,874 in the duty and penalty realised by the 
Givil Courts in comparison with the realisations of the preceding year, and of 
Rs. 7,470 in comparison with those of 1899-1900, ‘There was an increase 
870 in the number of cases decided and of Rs. 7,885 in the duty and penalty 
realised by Revenue Officers as compared with the figures of the proceding year, 
and an increase of 585 in the cases decided and of Rs, 7,527 im the duty and 
penalty realised, in comparison with those of 1899-1900. "The inerease in the 
number of cases may denote more careful examination of documents by Civil 
Courts and Revenue Officers, but possibly it was duo also to ignorance on 
tho part of the public of the changes made by the new Stamp Act. 

26. * * ‘The number of cases instituted was 567, in hich 497 persons 
wore brought to trial against 613 casos and, 511 persons, in the preced 
year, and 660 cases and 691 persons in the year 1899-1000.

the diferent districts in Bongal. The subject, was discussod. during the year, 
‘and the conclusion finally enme to was that the disadvantages attaching to 
any special procedure for the purpose wonld outweigh anything to be gained 
theredy. In the absence of such statisties only general conclusions can be 
drawn as to the spread of taste for imported liquors and as to its effect on the 
revenue derived from other heads, noticeably that of country liquor, It is 
reported that the imported brands are growing in popularity, more especially, 
in the districts of Enstorn Bengal, and the increase in license foes obtained in 
the districts of Dacca, Mymensingh, and Backergungo would seem to corroborate 
this view. "In tho two former districts, tho revenue from country spirits was lesa 
than in the previous year, but the high price of food-grains is ulso mentioned as 

ause, In Dacca the importation of country rum was less, and in Mymensingh 
it was greater, than in the preceding year. As explained last year, there are 
various factors tending to complicate the question. 

It is observed that the impoctations of German white spirit decreased from 
50,521 gallons in the preceding year to 45,421 gallons, ‘The trade in this 
liquor formed the subject of correspondence during the year. ‘The conclusion 
arrived at by the Hoard was that auch spirit was less noxious than was popularly 
supposed, and that the remedy mainly required was some control over tho 
operation of botiling it in this country, not with the object of checking the 
sale of this liquor, but in order to prevent customers being deceived. 

10. ‘The revenue from fari has recovered, and was in excess of that 
realised during the’ year 1899-1900, when the 
tree-tax system was in force. It would not seom, 
therefore, that the abolition of that system has projudicially affected the 
reventie, although the contrary view is held by one or two Collectors. It is 
to be remembered, however, that the systeu as understood in Madras was 
never introduced in Bengal. 

11, The additional gola at Naugaon for the storage of ganja is still 
‘under construction. ‘Thanks to a favourable season

Character of the Orop.—From the summary of the district 
returns given in Appendix I, it will be ‘seen that 22 out 
of the 45 districts in the Province report an. outturn of 100 
per cent. or over; in_ nine it is estimated to vary between 
90 and 99 per cent. In eight others the estimate varies 
between 80 and 89 por cont., while in no case, it falls below 
60 per cent. of the avorage. "According to the estimates of 
the District Officers, tho outturn for the Province as a whole 
‘will amount to 94 por cent. of the normal, but the district 
reports, which were mostly compiled early in. Septombe, 
do not take into. account the improvement which has since 
taken place, and it seems probable that, if the rest of the

Ezplanatory,—The chief indigo-growing districts in this 
Province at prosont are Saran, Champaran, Muzaffarpur, 
Darbhanga, Monghyr, Bhagalpur, Purnea, Nadia and Mur- 
shidabad, "In forecasting on this erop, it is therefore neces- 
sary to consider th character ofthe seaon in thee districts 
only. 

Character of the scason.—The previous monsoon termin- 
ated very carly and tho winter rains failed; there was 
consequently serious lack of moisture in the early part of 
the season, ‘There was practically no rain in Febraary, but 
in March there was good rain everywhere. In Bihar, how- 
ever, there were hailstorms and rain showers at the’ time 
of germination which rendered extensive re-sowing necessary. 
The rainfall in April was copious and general, excopt in 
Muzaffarpur, and Darbhanga where it was slightly deficient. 
In May also there was good rain, excopt in Muzaflarpnr 
and Monghyr, thongh the crop in tho Bengal districts 
suffered to some extent from storms and heavy rain. In 
the following month the fall was deficient throughout the 
indigo area, especially in Saran, Champaran and Murshida- 

Since then tho rainfall has been generally heavy for 
the indigo crop which has suffered from water Jogging in 
Bongal, and from floods in Darbhange and Muzaffarpur. 
On the whole, the rainfall of the season has been ver: 
capricious and ill-distributed so far as indigo is concerned. 
‘Although the moderate showars of the past three months 
havo offected some improvement in the erop in Bihar, the 
prospects are still among the worst on regord. 

irea avin—Aceording to the estimates sent in by 
the District Officers, the normal area under indigo at 
present in these Provinces amounts to 446,700 actos, 
but this estimate is evidently too high, suficient account 
not having been taken by the reporting officers of the 
serious falling off which has taken place during recent years 
in_the cultivation of this crop. area sown in indigo 
thin your is ooimated by the District Officers at only 


™ 
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258,300 acres, as compared with $11,200 acres planted last 
year. The contraction is attributable to the unfavourable 
prospects of the industry, and also to the drought in the 
sowing season. 

Character of the crop.—From the summary of the district 
returns appended to this foreead, it will appear that, except 
in Nadia, the crop is nowhere expected to reach the normal. 
The five’ districts of North Bihar, which claim more than 
two-thirds of the indigo area of this Province, anticipate only 
43 por cent. of a normal erop, while the outturn for the 
romaining districts is estimated at 59 per cont. of the 
average, Parnea and Bhagalpur report «crop of 80 and 74 
por cent,, respectively, while Monghyr and Darbhanga foro- 
east an outtumn of 69 and 63 per cents, respectively, of a 
normal crop. In all other important indigo districts, the 
cutturn isexpected to vary botweon 25 to 43 por eat. of the 
normal. According to the estimates of the District Officers, 
the outturn for the whole Province will amount to 47 
cent, of an average crop. But the weather in September 
has been seasonable, and it is expectod that the klomnter, or 
sooond cuttings, will yield a more favourable outturn than 
was at first hoped for, and I think the Provincial outturn 
will not ultimately fall below 50 per cont, of the average. 

Grove ontturn.—According to the district estimates, the 
total outturn in the North’ Bihar Distriets will amount. to 
22,770 factory maunds, and that ‘in the remaining area to 
8,127 factory maunds, ‘A factory maund is equal to about 
7 Ibs. 

Messrs. Moran and Company estimate an yield of 
26,000 factory maunds of indigo in North Bier, and 
four to five thousand factory maunds in the romaini 
area. It must be borne in’ mind that several districts of 
Lower Bongal, which grow indigo on a small soale, are 
omitted from’ their calculations, and that native grown 
indigo presumably finds xo placo in their estimates, On 
the other hand, tho returns submitted by. tho District 
Osicers having boon compiled before the mitldle of Septet. 
er, do not take into account the improved prospects of 
the second cuttings, while Messrs. Morin and Company's 
estimate is based on tho latost information, After a fall 
consideration of all these circumstanoos, I: think that the

‘Dae receipts, during the year under review, amounted to Rs. 13,364, 
against Re, 10,032, the receipts for 1900-1001, showing an inereaso of 
$£.'3,332, "This is due to the revival at tho ports of Cuttack and Puri of the 
tice trade with foreign ports, after cessation of the famino in the Central 
Provinces. 

2 The expenditure amounted to Rs. 15,451, against Rs. 18,727, 
showing a reduction of Rs, 8,276, duo mainly to the revised scale of establish- 
sment eeactioned by the Government, The reduction would have boon greater 
Dat for the expenditure incurred in the purchase of a new light from England 
for Shortt’s Island. 

3. "The receipts, with the opening balance, will, after covering the 
expenditure, leave a surplus of Rs, 8,298, and it is satisfactory to note that 
ho contribution ftom Government will be required. 

Owing to its divorsion to the railway, the trade of the Orissa ports 
continued to decline. | From Rs. 1,20,75,438 in 1800-1000, it declined in value, 
Guring the year 1900-1901, to Rs, 87,08,466, and to Rs: $2,42,330 during 
the year under review, although there was an increase of the export trade in 
Ontdck and Puri, as mentioned above. This decline in the value of the trade 
had no adverse effect on the revenues of the ports, which are mainly derived 
from Government dues on vessels, and as 228 vessels, exclusive of native craft, 
entered the ports, against 198 in the previous year, there was small increase 
in the receipts of the ports. 

5. A arger ‘umber of vessels visited the ports during the year: 228 
vousele, of 187,704 tons, entorod the ports in 1901-1902, against 193 ships, 
‘Of 106,613 tons, which visited the ports during the provious year. 

©. Sinco the opening of the railway, the pilgrims have generally ceasod 
to uso the sea Toute, which is now used mainly by local men seeking employ 
ment in Caleutta or elsewhere in Bengal, 

7. The erosion of Short’s Island continued. ‘The new fifth-order light 
has been exhibited on the Island from the Ist August 1901, and is reported to 
give a clear ond uniform light. 

8. There were no cases of plague in any of the ports, while only two 
eases of cholera wore landed from the 8.8. Jaira and taken to the Pilgrim 
Hospital at Chandbally, where they both proved fatal,
